Omaha. May 11.— Bishop W. Fitzger-

Dr. B. B. Hrtuiliii 
led in devotional 
exerciaee. Chap- 
lain McCabe, as- 
gisted by two of 
the secretaries, 
formed a very ef- 
fective trio, and 
led tb« singing. 
It seema to be the 
prevailing o pi n - 
inn among the lay 
delegates that

BisBOF riTzuBBALO, comtoittee on epls- 
copacy was e.\pscted to report yesterday, 
but the committee was not ready en ac- 
count of the fact that tbe colored breth- 
ren were pulhng every possible string to 
secure the election of « colored Ush<9. 

An effort is being made to bring the 
church north and south together, and 
commnnication has already been o^K'ned 
with oflicers of the church south by 
the committee on the state of tlie 
church. 

Dr. King, of New York, offered reso- 
lutions requesting the general confer- 
ence to take such action as it may deem 
best to secure the organic union of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, the Meth- 
oilist church south and other Methodist 
chill chos. The resolutions were re- 
ferred without diHcnseion to the com- 
mittee on the state of tlie church. 

The 8i)ecial order of the day. the re- 
port of the constitutional committee, 
was called up at 10 o'clock and imme- 
diately there was a confusion. Dr. 
Buckley asked the conference to allow 
Bishop MeiTill to 8i)e;ik on the question 

S matter prohibited by the rules). Dr. 
eely opposed it. Dr. Kynett, of tbe 
Iowa conference, favored the motion. 
Dr. Buckley again secured the floor, and 
made an extended si)eech. 

Before a vote could be taken on the 
question the rules were suspended and 
tne report of the committee on Colum- 
l:>ian exposition WM presented. Tbe re- 
port heartily approved of the exposition 
but emphatically protested against open- 
ing the gates on Sunday. A teleifram 
was ordered to be sent to conurress at 
once heartily approving the world's fair 
appropnation bill, providing it be con- 
ditioned on Sunday closing. 

The report of the committee on con- 
stitution was then taken up and read 
and considered by paragraphs, Dr. Neely 
taking the floor to explain tbe first sec- 
tion. The first declaration mw that the 
first three sections uf the present dis- 
cipline are constitutional. This was 
combated on the ground that ' it would 
compel all acts of the general conference 
to be reviewed by the annual confer- 
ence. 

J>t. Little, of central Uliuois, Dr. 
Leonard, of Ohio, Dr. Curtiii, of Chi- 
cago, discussed the matter in the nega- 
tive. They held that portions of the 
fUIeged legislation ate merely statutory 
laws and not constitntional provisions. 
Under soch a law the laymen legally 
could not hold a seat in the conference, 
•ad were here by woffraace only. 

Dr. Bntts, of Detixtit, was opposed to 
the report for the reason thai ibe defini- 
tion was not, in his opinion, an adequate 
and proper interpntation. 

Dr. BTynett, of lowa, raised the point 
that it tbe report it not adopted then 
the lay driegatee are not a part of this 
aoaference. The report caasing this 
disenssion is thia: "The present consti- 
totion of the dejiagated nneral confer- 
ence is the dooomMit uawn np and 
adopted by the general ooqteance of 
1808. bat modUad sinoe that tun* in ac- 
cordance iRith the ^edflcatioas and re- 
atrictioni ol the deoniaent, and is now 
inclnded in P»rafrapht 85 to M, inclu- 
sive in the disdpUna for 188, 8ezcept- 
ing the statement aate tha daflnile num- 
ber of delegates provldad for in Para- 
gnjfik 55, wbioh Is an act soWy within 
tne pouter of the general eonf erenoe on- 
der tha permisMn of tho second re- 
steictlTe ralos-* 

Theezoeptioa is the bone of conten- 
tion. It is contended that if that portion 
is not constitntional, but . simply statu- 
tory law, tiien tbe laymen have no ccn- 
fltitational ris^t.ln the conference. 

John tmm. of Philadelphia, offered a 
resolntioo postponing the farther con- 
sideration m the report until the jiezt 
general confertnce in order to give the 
people of tho ohnroh an opportunity to 
cauvikss and discnaa the matter thor- 
oughly. He made a strong plea for his 
resolution and was heartily applauded. 
Th9 substitute was Toted down and a 
motion to lay the first part on the table 
and take up the secona part was also 
voted down. An unknown delegate at 
this juncture moved to adjonm, and to 
the surprise of all it was carried. 

The report of the committee on me- 
morials was made a special order for 
Friday at 11 a. m., by conunon consent.

If one buys stock 
from A or borrows the mone.v from B to 
pay for It, there is no tdemf^ut of gam- 
bling in tlie operation, though he 
pledged the stock with B as security for 
the money. So, if instead of borrowing 
the mom-y from IJ, a third perstm, he 
borrowR it from A, or, in the language 
of brokers, procures A "to can-;, " the 
stock for him, with or \vithout inargirks, 
tbe trai»(aition is not neces.'<arily diil'er- 
ent in character, but in thi.^ latter c.iso, 
there being no trausfor or delivery of 
the stock the doubt arist's whether the 
parties intended there should ever be a 
purchase or delivery at all. 

Here Is the dividing line. If there was 
not under the circumstances to be a de- 
livery as part of and completing a pur- 
chase, then the transaction is a mere 
wager on the rise and fall of prices, but 
if there was in good faith a purchase, 
then the delivery might be postpone<l, 
or made to depend upon a future condi- 
tion, and the stock carried on margins 
or otherwise in the meanwhile, without 
affecting the legality of the tranaaqtimi,

What the State Weather Sanrlee Has 
to Say of the Outlook— Farm- 
•niBFittalpMta. 



The weekly crop bulletin of the Ken- 
tucky State Weather Service, incorpora- 
tion with the United StiitoH Department 
of Agrieoltore, for the week ending May 
6, iaaafoUowa: 

"The weather conditions of the past 
week were exactly what were most de- 
sired for the benc^tof all eropa and for 
the progress of farm work. The temper- 
attue and sunshine showed a large excees 
throughout the State, and the amount of 
rainfall waa very near the normal. Than- 
der storms, accompanied by heavy show- 
ern, were quite general, but the periods 
of warm sunshine which followed them 
dried the gfoaad quiekly and fwidered it 

fit to work. 

"Wheat, oata and grasses have made 
trwy rapid progreaa, and the preaent out- 
look for these oops ooold aol ba mora 
promising. 

"Tobacco plants are very plenty, and 
their quality is improving, and with a 
good setting season, the prospects for the 
crop will be excellent. 

" Oom plaatinn ia about oomplated in 
the weatem and aontham oonntifla, but 
some yet remains to ba dOM ittottar aac- 
tions of the State. 

"Farmera are sUll aomewhat behfand 
with tlieir work, but with ten days more 
of good weather, will have entirely over- 
come the dalaja oauaad by raeanlliMT^ 
rains."

We were caniiKHl nt the Hot Springs 
on the Lo Lo trail, mmle famous in In- 
dian annals by tlw escape of Chief Jo- 
aeph and his band of Nea Peroee. Just 
above us was a large camp ol Flatheads 
who wdre making their fsJl himt. Oiie 
morning we were awakened by Shouts 
and cries. Evidently there was great 
excitement somewhere, and we promptly 
jumped up. It was just after daylight 
and cold clouds of steam were rising 
from the big baain shaped pool at the 
foot of the granite wall, from which 
poured a thick stream of boiling water. 
The pool w as so large that at the lower 
edge the water was almost cold. The 
nearer yon approached to the place 
wboro the water burst from the rock the 
better chance yon stood of getting boiled. 

At the edge, at a point whara tlie water 
was of a comfortable temperature, stood 
two Indians, one on the hank and the 
other on a sfniie in tlie water. Near by 
were a dozen other Indians guarding a 
number of little Indian boys and girls 
who had nothing oo and were howling 
and crying. 

When- we looked out of the tent the 
two Indians nt the pool had an Indian 
boy, one holding him by the feet tlio 
other by the hands, and were Kfavely 
swinging him backward and forward 
thnragh the warm water, while he yelled 
at every dip. As soon as they had fin- 
ished wlUi him he waa set upon the bank, 
and ran to the willow bruah near by. 

Then the noise redoubled, for each 
child in the group guarded by the In- 
dians feared that it was his turn. They 
all tried to escape to the ln ush, but their 
elders pursued and caught them, nntL 
tita vary laat one had been put through 
the oleaoaing prooesa.— Naw York 8tm.

Moreover, Mince the remain- 
ing velocity of its shrapnel ia a truer 
measure of the value of a gun than its 
initial velocity, and tha two are by no 
means directly p o t>oi1i oii a i l , it does not 
follow that we benefit as much as we 
mij,'lit exj)ect by submitting to these 
disadvantages. Thus, the 12-pounder 
has an initial velocity of over 1,700 feet 
per second and a remaining velocity at 
8,000 yards of SM feet; while the 
18-poimder, with an initial velocity of 
only 1 ,660 feet, has at the same range a 
remaining velocity greater by six feet 
per second than that of its rival. 

One (jf our highest authorities on field 
artillery lias, indeed, recorded hia opin- 
ion, that, as regards the efficiency of 
shrapnel, we gidn nothing by the in- 
creased muxsle velocity of "the best field 
gun in Europe" tit nil practical ranges.

ProTlslois of the New ReTenoel Bill od 
This ImportdQt Subject. 



What it Will Cost to Engage in Oer 
t*in Ocoopations or to BoU 0«r- 



Th9 article oa " Licetuee" in the new 
Bevenne and Taxation bill ia an impor- 
tant one. As adopted bjr the HooM it to 
aifoUowa: 

* "Before engaging in any occupation or 
sellirtj? any articlo named in this and 8eC' 
tion 2 of this Article, tlie person deeiring 
to do to thaU proeare lioenaeaad pay tax 
thereon as follows : 

" To Iceep a tavern, $10. 

"To keep a tarem with the priTilege 
of retailins; mult !i(iuiirs, $50. 

" To keep a tavern with the privilege 
of retailing iplritooaa and Tinooa Uqnon, 
$100. 

"To keep a tavern witit the privilege 
of retailing spiritnooa, Yiaooi tad malt 
Uqnorg, $160. 

"To retail malt liquors, $50. 

" To retaa apiiitiMNM and tImmm liq- 
uors, $100. 

"To retail spiritoona, rifaona and malt 
liquors, $15(). 

"To persons who are diatillera of apir- 
itnooi liqnors in good faith, to retail 
apiritiioiis lii|UOT>i of tlioir o\vn manufac- 
ture at their distillery, in quantities of 
not leM than one qoart, the Uqmnr not to 
be drunk on prwniiwt, or a4)apa&l there- 
to, |76. 

"To'perMna who are manofactoren of 

vinous liquors in good faith, to retail 
vinous liquors of their own manufacture 
at the place of manufacture, in quanti- 
ties of not less than a quart, and not to 
be drunk on the premises, or adjacent 
thereto, $25. 

" To persons who are merchants in good 
faith, en(<age<l in carrying on a bona fide 
mercantile business other than the sale 
of liquors by retail, to retail spirituous 
liqnori at their storehooie, in qoantltiea 
t»f not less than a ((uart, the liquor not to 
be drunk on the premises, or adjacent 
thereto, 076. 

"To person? who arc dnijiKists in good 
faith, to retail spirituous and vinous liq- 
nors at their drag stores, in quantitiM of 
not less than a quart, the li(iuor not to 
be drunk on the premises, or adjacent 
thaiftot and to sell in qoantitiei leas than 
A qoart, for medicinal purposes only, on 
the prescription of a regular practicing 
physician, $75. 

" To sell playing carda, $B. 

" To seU pistols, $50. 

"To sell bowie knives, dfato, braia 
knucks and slung shots, $60. 

"lb aell dgarettoa, or oigaretta ma- 
terial, $300. 

"Tu koep a room or saloon in which 
bOliarda, pigeon-hole or pool tables are 
kept, for the use of which a price is 
charged, $oO fur the tirst table and $20 for 
each additional table. 

" To engage in the business of a pawn- 
broker, $300. 

" To the keeper of a ten-pin or bowling 
alley, for the use of which a price is 
charged, $40, if the population exceeds 
ten thousand, if under that number, $20, 
and the same rate for each alley or ball- 
way. 

"Circuses, menageries or other exhilii- 
tions displayed under canvas, SI for each 
one hundred voters of the county in 
which the exhibition is jjiven, and the 
same amount for each separate exhibition 
to which an admission fee is charged ; 
but the whole amount of the tax shall 
not exceed $50 for each exhibition ; and 
each side show, when a' aeparate foe is 
charged, shall pay tax as a separate show. 

"The exhibition solely <d trained or 
educated animals per day, where an ad- 
mission fee ia charged, $6. 

"To stand a stnd-horse, jack or bull, a 
sum equal to the i;reatest isuin chai-icd 
for the service of the animal, whether 
the sanys be for the season or for insur- 
ance. The license for breeding Stock 
shall expire on the Slst day of December 
after it Is granted. The applicant for 
such licp"'^*' f '"i" state on oath the larg- 
est amount lie intends to charge, directly 
or indirectly, for the service of the ani- 
mal, and if in property or other thing, 
the value thereof. 

" If any such animal be pnrehaaed or 
brought into this State from one county 
to another by a citizen of this State, be- 
tween the lat day of July and the let day 
of December, in any year, the tax on the 
license until December .31, after the pur- 
chase or removal, shall be the projHirtion 
to the annual tax as the time for which 
tiie liceniie has to run beam to the whole 
y«ar. All persons making api>lication 
for snch reduced license shall make and 
file with the Clerk an affidavit stating 
when such animal wan brought into the 
State, or another couuty, aud the name 
of the owner or owners and theUr resi- 
dence. 

" Peddlery of urticloa on w4iich a license 
tax is required by law shall pay the fol- 



lowing license for peddling in the entire 
State, except as hereinafter provided: 

" One person with two-horse wagon, a^>u. 

" One lierson with one-horse wagon, $40. 

" One person on horseback, $30. 

" One person on foot, or each person 
who may accompany a peddler with a 
wagon, ^0. 

" To peddle iu one county of this State, 
one-fourth the tax reqnirad tor Ute entire 
State. 

" The license tax of peddlers of light- 
ning-rods, or vendors of patent rights or 
territory for the sale or manufacture of 
patent rights or articlea, shall be twice 
the amount -of other llcMUM tax as pro- 
vided in this aection."

Nirw Ori.kanb, May 11.— So far there 
is no confirmation of the ratnored break 
in the Morganza levee. Nothing has 
been received at the state engineer's or- 
flee. The Texan and Pacific Railroad 
company has received a number of mes- 
sages from points along their road, all 
saying that nothing is tcnown of the re- 
ported crevasse. The officials of the 
road do not believe there is any truth in 
the rumor. 

Aasist^int State Enjrineer H. B. 
Thompson does not believe that Mor- 
ganza levee has broken. He says: ' That 
levee is the \^st on the Missi.ssim.i river. 
It is not only the highest and widest, 
but is the most carefully and snbstanti- 
allv built. It has a ten-foot crown, a 
height ranging from twelvw to twenty- 
five feet and a slope of four times the 
height. In some places the height is 
thirty feet. B^^-sides this, there is a 
twenty-foot 'banquette' oc the land side, 
built as additional protection, and a 
layer of buck shot land to prevent wave 
waahing.
